Series of Monthly Meetings 


Palmer House to Be Host for First Monthly Meeting 


“Diagnosis and Treatment of Perio- 
dontal Diseases,” will be the topic for dis- 
cussion at the opening meeting of the 
season to be held in the Red Lacquer 
Room of the Palmer House, Tuesday 
evening, September 19. The speaker 
will be one of Chicago’s foremost perio- 
dontists, Dr. Balint Orban, Professor of 
Oral Pathology and Research at the Chi- 
cago College of Dental Surgery. Dr. 
Harold Hillenbrand and his monthly 
meeting program committee thus will 
usher in an impressive series of pro- 
grams which will include an all day 
meeting on dental socio-economics on 
November 15. This program will be 
particularly timely and will present as 
the feature attraction Senator James 
E. Murray of Montana. Senator Mur- 
ray will speak on the subject, “Dental 
Health Security in the United States.” 


ESSAYIST 


Dr. Orban is so well known to Chi- 
cago Dental Society audiences that he 
scarcely needs any build up here. He 
holds both the M.D. and D.D.S. degrees, 
having studied medicine in Vienna back 
in the days when that city was famed 
for its medical clinics. He is an inde- 
fatigable worker and has given freely 
of his time and energies in trying to dis- 
cover the ¢ause or causes of periodontal 
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disease. He is editor and co-author of a 
recent book “Oral Histology and Em- 
bryology.” He has appeared on the Mid- 
winter Meeting programs and has given 
lectures and clinics from coast to coast. 


PERIODONTAL DISEASE 


The world has been searching for a 
cure for pyorrhea for generations and 
the opinion is still prevalent, in some 
quarters, that it is incurable. Dr. Orban 
expects to disprove this claim and to 
back up his statement with facts and 
figures. He feels that knowledge of es- 
tablished facts in basic sciences is the 
“secret weapon” in periodontology. The 
disregard of these fundamentals may re- 
sult in distressing consequences. It is 
strange, but true, that false statements 
have been perpetuated in the literature 
for a considerable length of time. He will 
point out that empirical methods of 
treatment are of some value, but, un- 
fortunately, many of these methods have 
preceded the scientific investigation. 
Dentists go on using these methods just 
because they are hallowed by tradition 
whereas every empirical treatment 
should be subjected to scientific experi- 
mental investigation. Then they should 
be continued only if the scientific find- 
ings confirm the clinical claims.

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Story of the Chicago Crime Commission 


Bootleg Liquor Racketeers 


During the first three years of its ex- 
istence the Chicago Crime Commission 
devoted most of its energies toward as- 
certaining administrative and legislative 
faults which directly or indirectly aided 
criminals to defeat justice. By the end 
of 1923, the Commission found count- 
less legal loopholes and intentional or 
unintentional errors of commission or 
omission which had enabled criminals 
to escape just punishment. It had also 
found woeful evidence of indifference, 
lack of industry and unjustified lenience 
on the part of officials charged with the 
- administration of criminal justice. These 
defects the Commission corrected by sug- 
gestion and persuasion. 


A MURDER A DAY 


Then in 1924 warfare broke out be- 
tween the Capone ‘bootleg liquor’ rack- 
eteers and rival gangsters. Immediately, 
law enforcement officials once again were 
stricken with paralysis. That year, mur- 
ders soared to 347 and in 1925 to 394 
or more than one a day. Slain gangsters 
were found in ditches. Machine guns 
were brought into play and a gang war 
of unprecedented viciousness was on. At 
the same time parole authorities com- 
menced releasing criminals too freely and 
in a manner which justified the conclu- 
sion that the procedure had dropped to 
the level of a traffic. Records also dis- 
closed that no effort had been made to 
collect on more than $5,000,000 worth 
of forfeited bail bonds and that none 
would be until enabling legislation was 
adopted by the general assembly. 

Thus, after four years of successful 
operation, the Commission was faced 
with a three-front war. It had to fight 
to retain the improvements gained in 
the administrative field. It was com- 
pelled to wage a battle for new legislation 
and prepare an effective campaign 
against gangster racketeers who were 


menacing law and order with a brazen- 
ness heretofore unheard of. None of the 
gang murders were ever solved. There 
never were any witnesses, because resi- 
dents feared gangsters more than the 
law. Respect for law was plunging to 
the vanishing point. 


The Chicago Crime Commission ac- 
cepted the gangsters’ challenge. It com- 
menced a campaign to arouse public 
opinion. Criminal Justice, the Com- 
mission’s official publication, was born 
and issued monthly. Meeting with 
public officials and representative civic 
organizations were held. A state-wide 
survey of crime was commenced. A re- 
vision of the criminal code was enforced. 
Thirty-seven bills were introduced in the 
general assembly. The defeat of four 
municipal court judges at the polls was 
asked. Parole heads were compelled to 
resign. The sheriff began to sell at pub- 
lic auction properties scheduled as secur- 
ity in forfeited bail bonds. A member 
of the Commission was appointed 
Chairman of the Parole Board. 


The Commission is not a part of any 
government, state, county, or city sub- 
division. It is not endowed; does not 
share in “tag days,” or other fund drives. 
It is supported solely by voluntary con- 
tributions of public-spirited citizens who 
recognize its civic value.

Frederick Brown Moorehead 
(1875-1944) 


Following a prolonged illness Fred- 
erick Brown Moorehead died on Au- 
gust 29, 1944.. His was a forceful per- 
sonality endowed with an exceptionally 
keen intellect and indomitable courage. 
No one ever remained long in the pres- 
ence of Dr. Moorehead without realiz- 
ing that he was a leader with unusual 
qualities. 

Dentistry is indebted to him forever 
for the battle he pioneered to give den- 
tal education university status. His 
talents for coherent thinking and lucid 
speaking enabled him to convince edu- 
cators that dentistry was entitled to 
its wick in the lamp of university 
learning. His vigorous _representa- 
tions to the President and the Board of 
Trustees of the University of Illinois in 
1912 and 1913 for a College of Dentis- 
try as an integral part of the University 
were instrumental in obtaining that ob- 
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jective. The College was reorganized 
with Dr. Moorehead as dean in the fall 
of 1913. Since that time he courage- 
ously fought for professional preparation 
which would provide a well balanced 
cultural background for the dental stu- 
dent and for scholastic standards in the 
dental colleges equally as exacting as 
those in the best medical colleges. 

Dr. Moorehead was born in Mineral 
Point, Wisconsin, October 14, 1875. He 
was graduated from the Chicago Col- 
lege of Dental Surgery in 1899 and ob- 
tained his Bachelor of Science degree 
from the University of Chicago in 1904, 
his Masters’ degree from the University 
of Michigan in 1906, and his M.D. 
from Rush Medical College in 1906. 
In 1901 he was married to Marguerite 
Hirst. They had two children, Ches- 
ter Hirst and Dorothy Marguerite. Fol- 
lowing his divorce in 1929, he was mar-

ried to Margery Maxwell. Dr. Moore- 
head served as Professor and Head of 
the Department of Oral and Plastic Sur- 
gery at the University of Illinois from 


1913 until his death was Dean’ of 
the College from 1913 to 1926. He was 
attending oral and plastic surgeon at 
Presbyterian Hospital, Children’s Me- 
morial Hospital, and the Home for 
Destitute and Crippled Children. He 
was a member of the American Medi- 
cal and Dental Associations, the Chicago 
Dental Society, (President 1915), the 


Institute of Medicine, the Chicago Path- 
ological Society, the American Associa- 
tion of Oral and Plastic Surgeons (Pres- 
ident 1926-27), Delta Sigma Delta, and 
Nu Sigma Nu Fraternities. He was the 
author of a textbook on the pathology 
of the mouth and of numerous articles on 
pathology and plastic surgery. 

The Chicago Dental Society recog- 
nizes the loss of a great leader, fighter 
and teacher. It extends to his family 
and many friends its deep sympathy.— 
Robert G. Kesel. 


Dr. Richard J. Quiter 
(1900-1944) 


A heroic two year fight against a 
heart ailment ended abruptly when 
Richard Quiter dropped dead Wednes- 
day, August 30, at the Oak Brook Riding 
Club. “Dick” was apparently back in 
tip-top shape when he went to the stable 
to clean his sulky for the harness race 
which was to be held the following day. 

A more beloved member of the Chi- 
cago Dental Society and alumnus of 
Northwestern University Dental School 
could not have been lost than “Dick,” 
who is a past president of West Sub- 
urban and has held a page full of com- 
mittee posts with the Chicago Dental 
Society in his twenty short years of 
practice. He was a great organizer and 
one who was able to establish many civic 
enterprises in his community. He was 
instrumental in the starting of the Elm- 
hurst Dental Examinations for school 
children, and this “Elmhurst Plan,” was 
widely copied throughout the country. 

As one of the founders of the Lion’s 
Club and as the first Grand Exalted 
Master of the Elks Club he continued 


this flair for organizing. The latest civic 
project in which he was interested was 
the $250,000 Community Center which 
is planned for the post-war Elmhurst 
youth. Dr. Quiter was born in Albion, 
Nebraska, May 28, 1900. He attended 
Creighton High School (Omaha) and 
commenced his dental education at 
Creighton University, College of Den- 
tistry. From there he transferred to 
Northwestern University Dental School 
and graduated in 1923. He was a mem- 
ber of Xi Psi Phi Fraternity. 

Besides his widow, Helen, Dick leaves 
a son, Richard, who is a private in the 
Marine’s “Boot” training at Parris Island, 
S. C.; and a daughter, Mary Anne, 
who is a junior at York Township High 
School, where her father was one of the 
main rooters at all athletic events and 
annual toastmaster at, the ‘Football 
Banquet.” We of West Suburban join 
his family and the community of Elm- 
hurst in mourning the passing of Rich- 
ard Quiter.—Karl von der Heydt. 
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Dentist-Pilot Loses Leg in Battle for France 


Lieut. Chapin, C.D.S. Member, Applies Tourniquet 
During Parachute Jump 


A Chicago dentist who became the pi- 
lot of a P-47 fighter plane recounts with 
modest candor his experiences on the 
invasion of France including D-Day in a 
letter to Howard Miller, with whom he 
was associated in dental practice. He 
climaxes the story with an account of 
how his leg was amputated by the tail 
of his plane which he had to abandon 
and how he had to apply a tourniquet 
to the leg on his first parachute trip. 
In a letter to his mother he describes 
his descent and how he prayed that God 
would be a good fellow and allow him 
to apply a tourniquet before he lost 
consciousness. The letter continues: 
“God was a good fellow.” 

The dentist hero who has been award- 
ed the Air Medal with two Oak Leaf 
Clusters as well as the Purple Heart is 
Lieut. Marvin Chapin, who was gradu- 
ated from the Chicago College of Den- 
tal Surgery, Loyola University in 1938. 
Dr. Chapin was commissioned in the 
Dental Reserve Corps in April 1941, and 
was attached to the Cook County Hos- 
pital Unit. In January 1942, he ap- 
plied for a transfer to the Air Corps and 
in August was ordered to active duty at 
the Pre-Flight School, Kelly Field, Tex- 
as. He received his wings in March 
1943 and for the next year was stationed 
in Florida teaching “fighter tactics” to 
cadre pilots coming from various flying 
schools. 

Lieut. Chapin went overseas in March 
1944, and became part of the Ninth Air 
Force stationed in England. Prior to 
D-Day his group was kept busy with 
“Fighter Sweeps,” “Escort” for medium 
and heavy bombers, “Dive Bombing” 
and “Straffing” missions over France, 
Belgium, Holland and part of Germany. 

D-Day was a thrill Dr. Chapin will 
always remember although he states he 
is unable to adequately describe at this 
time what he saw and felt. He was over 
the Normandy beaches at 4:00 a.m. in 
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the first flight of American Fighter 
Bombers and considers himself fortunate 
in having flown six hours on that event- 
ful day. 

Misfortune overtook him on June 15 
when he was flying his twenty-second 
mission. He describes the catastro- 
phe simply in the following words: 
“While ‘Dive Bombing’ and ‘Straffing’ 
at the base of the ‘Cherbourg Peninsula’ 
my P-47 was badly shot up by a German 
Fighter (Me-109 G). Due to the fact 
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that I was- unable to. release a 500 lb. 
bomb under one of my wings, I knew I 
would have to abandon the ship. 

“I managed to fly back across the 
channel to England, where I jumped! 
In doing so, the tail of my aeroplane 
amputated my right leg just below the 
knee. I opened my parachute and put 
a tourniquet on my leg while enjoying 
my first .parachute ride—it really was 
a thrill in spite of the slight! discomfort. 
I was finally taken to a British Hospital 
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—where I spent two weeks—and I can- 
not pay enough compliments to them. 
They were wonderful to me surgically as 
well as socially. 

I was transferred to an American 
General Hospital where I had a second- 
ary closure operation and was finally 
evacuated by air—arriving in New York 
on July goth. The rest is more or less 
routine and will just require time.” 
Lieut. Chapin is now located at the 
Lawson General Hospital, Atlanta, Geor- 
gia, awaiting his third and final revision 
operation. The surgical procedure he 
compares to an alveolectomy but grants 
that it is on a larger scale. The heal- 
ing will require about one month after 
which, as he terms it, his prosthesis will 
be fitted. 

His friends are pleased by the com- 
mendable attitude he has expressed in 
regard to his sacrifice. He states, “I 
‘know that the loss of a leg is a mighty 
small price to pay for what we are 
fighting—lI honestly wish I could do more, 
but I guess I’ll have to be content being 
a 4F. It sure was one helluva lot of fun 
while it lasted—those trains blow up so 
pretty—and so do tanks! .. . I am not 


at all self-conscious or sensitive about 
my loss—on the contrary I kinda feel a 
little proud that I was able to do it.” 

Lieut. Chapin never forgot that he was 
a dentist for on the cockpit of his plane 
was inscribed his name with his dental 
degree, D.D.S., rather than his Army 
rank. In addition to a pin-up girl with 
red gloves, he painted a molar on his 
plane for each mission. He was in quest 
of his twenty-second molar when his 
plane, which he called Pandemonium, 
was wrecked. The dental aspects of the 
story created considerable comment and 
was described in British newspapers. 

Dr. Chapin is a member of Omicron 
Kappa Upsilon, Blue Kux and Alpha 
Sigma honor societies and a life member 
of Delta Sigma Delta. Upon his gradu- 
ation from Chicago College of Dental 
Surgery he served his internship at For- 
syth Dental Infirmary for Children in 
Boston, and then returned to Chicago 
as Resident Surgeon at Cook County 
Hospital in the Department of Oral, 
Maxillo-facial and Plastic Surgery. He 
taught Pedontia and Exodontia at the 
Chicago College of Dental Surgery from 


1940 to 1941. 


HEALTH AND PHYSICAL FITNESS 
PROGRAM INAUGURATED 


The nation’s attention is being di- 
rected to a program for the improvement 
of the health and physical fitness of all 
future Americans. Leaders of all organ- 
izations, including churches, clubs, med- 
icine, dentistry, schools, management and 
labor are being asked to cooperate. The 
American Medical Association has 


agreed to provide active cooperation and: 


a guiding committee composed of five 
members of the American Medical Asso- 
ciation and five members of the National 
Council of Physical Fitness has been ap- 
pointed to operate under the chairman- 
ship of Col. Leonard G. Rowntree. The 
American Dental Association is repre- 
sented on the Committee by President C. 
Raymond Wells. 


The purpose of the Joint Committee 


on Physical Fitness will be to “continu- 


ously and effectively direct the attention 
of the public to the responsibility for im- 
proved physical fitness.” The program 
will concentrate on bringing about: 

1. The fullest possible sense of respon- 
sibility and action on the part of all 
civilians. 

2. The fullest assumption of responsi- 
bility and consequent action on the part 
of all public and private agencies which 
can create public opinion, provide pro- 
grams, and, where necessary, formulate 
and promote legislation. 

The outcome should be the utilization 
of all resources for a concentrated effort 
to improve the physical fitness of the 
civilian population of the nation and to 
establish the bases of continuing ac- 
tion. 
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Community and War Fund Drive Begins 
October 2 


In the near future, the dental profes- 
sion will have an opportunity to help 
answer the needs of our fighting men, 
our war-stricken allies, and the aged, or- 
phaned and destitute right here in Chi- 
cago. Solicitors from the Community 
and War Fund, whose annual drive be- 
gins Oct. 2, will approach dentists for 
contributions. 

Now just where does the money go 
which is given to the Community and 
War Fund? One could go to great 
lengths to tell about the many agencies 
which are beneficiaries and the mil- 
lions who receive much-needed aid from 
it. 

However, it should suffice to mention 
that the money collected by the Fund is 
used to maintain USO centers for our 
servicemen and women from Alaska to 
Brazil and from Newfoundland to Ha- 
waii; it sends USO-Camp Shows to 
battle zones throughout the world, to 
the wounded in hospitals, and to army 
- camps and naval stations; it operates 
rest centers and other services for the 
brave men of the Merchant Marine; it 
provides recreational and educational 
material to the “barbed-wire legion”. . . 
our boys with nothing to do but wait in 
prison camps; it helps feed and clothe 
our homeless allies; it brings ambulance 
service to wounded men at the battle- 
lines through American Field Service. 

And that is not nearly all. The mon- 
ey given to the Community War Fund 
in Chicago is allocated to 187 health 
and welfare agencies right in Chicago— 
agencies which operate humanely and 
efficiently for the benefit of the old, the 
orphaned, the sick, and those who suffer 
from broken homes in wartime. Also 
here in Chicago, money is subscribed for 
the 11 overseas refugee rescue agencies 
of the Jewish Welfare Fund. 

In fact, Owen L. Coon, chairman 
of the Fund’s City Division, has quoted 
the exact amount of each dollar which 
is given to the beneficiaries. He states 
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that 33 cents of every dollar goes to the 
Community Fund (the home-front 
health and welfare agencies) ; 45 cents 
goes to the USO, United Seamen’s Ser- 
vice, War Prisoners Aid, American Field 
Service, and 19 allied relief agencies 
of the National War Fund; 114 cents 
go to the Jewish Welfare Fund; 2} 
cents go for campaign costs; one cent 
is used toward cost of year-round ad- 
ministration ; 4? cents are held in reserve 
contingency fund, and 2 cents go for 
postwar reserve. 

More than 80,000 volunteers from 
Chicagoland are working faithfully and 
diligently in this vital wartime campaign. 
The goal is $12,980,000. 

The opportunity to play a three-fold 
part in the war effort will present itself 
when the Community and War Fund 
solicitors call for contributions. In one 
of the subsequent issues of the Review, 
the members will be notified just how 
one of these volunteer workers will make 
contact. 

There can be no doubt of the urgent 
need for the Community and War Fund.

Dr. Orban will spend considerable 
time on diagnosis, for it is only by un- 
derstanding what particular type of peri- 
odontal disease he is dealing with that 
the dentist can determine the logical 
treatment. Of course, treatment is fo- 
cused largely upon the establishment of 
hygienic conditions in the mouth, but 
both the general health status and the 
diet of the patient are of great import- 
ance in this particular field of dentis- 
try and should always be borne in mind.

CHICAGO AND ILLINOIS DENTAL 
SOCIETIES SPONSOR JOINT 
PROGRAM 


The Chicago Dental Society and the 
Illinois State Dental Society will join 
forces to sponsor an all-day course in 
dental economics on Wednesday, No- 
vember 15. The course, which will be 
held in Chicago, is designed to provide 
the average dental practioner with a 
bird’s-eye view of what has happened 
and what is happening in the social 
field of dentistry. Seven authoritative 
speakers will be presented and the lec- 
tures will be followed by discussion pe- 
riods. There will be no admission charge 
since the program is being presented as 
the regular monthly meeting of the So- 
ciety. 

The first lecture will open the course 
at about 9:30 a.m. with Dr. Lloyd H. 
Dodd, Decatur, Illinois, as the speaker. 
He will provide an_ historical, back- 
ground for a discussion of social prob- 
lems in dentistry. He will be followed 
by Melvin Dollar, Resident Lecturer, 
School of Public Health, University of 
Michigan, who will talk on dental needs 
and costs. 

The afternoon session will open with 
a lecture on dental personnel. This 
speaker, who will be named later, will 
discuss the advisability of increasing den- 
tal personnel through the use of the 
-hygienist and technician. Dr. Allen O. 
Gruebbel, secretary of the Council of 
Dental Health, will discuss the role of 
dental societies in the development of 
dental health programs. He will be fol- 
lowed by Dr. J. M. Wisan, State Dental 
Director of the State of New Jersey. 
Dr. Wisan will outline the mechanics 
of a practical state dental program. 

The evening session will present two 
more distinguished speakers. Dr. Don 
Gullett, secretary of the Canadian Den- 
tal Association will discuss that organi- 
zation’s proposal to government for the 


establishment of a compulsory dental 
health insurance system for all children 
under the age of sixteen. The final 
speaker of the program will be Senator 
James M. Murray, of Montana, who 
will discuss dental health security from 
the national viewpoint. Senator Mur- 
ray will also discuss the Wagner-Murray- 
Dingell bill of which he is one of the 
authors.
